On grapes and apples Bordeaux
mixture should be used, the formula
being 4-4-50, or in smaller quanti-
ties 1-1-12 3%, meaning one pound of
quicklime, one pound of bluestone,
1214 gallons of water. The lime and
bluestone are gradually dissolved
with one-half to one gallon of water
each, and then diluted separately to
614 gallons aplece, then poured to-
gether at the same time into a third
vessel, stirring vigorously, Wooden
or earthen vessels should be used.
The bluestone will dissolve better
in warm water suspended in a sack.
